7. (previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and a therapeutically active amount of a 
compound as claimed in claim 1. 

8. (previously presented) A process for preparing a pharmaceutical composition as 
claimed in claim 7 wherein a therapeutically active amount of a compound as 

claimed in claim 1 is intimately mixed with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.

12. (previously presented) A method of treating a warm-blooded animal suffering 
from a disorder caused by an excess of very low density lipoproteins (VLDL) or low 
density lipoproteins (LDL) comprising administering to the animal a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound of claim 1 . 

13. (previously presented) The method according to claim 12 wherein the disorder is 
caused by the cholesterol associated with the VLDL or LDL. 

14. (previously presented) The method of treatment according to claim 12 wherein 
the disorder is hyperlipidemia, obesity, atherosclerosis or type II diabetes. 

15. (previously presented) The method of treatment according to claim 13 wherein 
the disorder is hyperlipidemia, obesity, atherosclerosis or type II diabetes. 
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
